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Advisory Action 

1. In view of applicant's arguments, the rejection of the claims, under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph is withdrawn. All other rejections remain pending. 

2. Applicant argues that the claims are not anticipated by Stevens because Stevens fails to 
teach a terpene-free composition and an oil-soluble surfactant. Applicant's arguments are 
unpersuasive for the reasons set forth in paragraph 12 of the previous Office Action of 
1/13/03. 

3. Applicant further argues that Stevens fail to teach the amount of the oil-soluble and the 
water-soluble surfactants. AppUcant's arguments are unpersuasive for the reasons set forth 
in paragraph 13 of the previous Office Action of 1/13/03. 

4. Applicant argues that the prior art of Stevens fails to teach using the composition to clean 
hard surfaces. Applicant is directed to col. 14, lines 1-3 of Stevens which specifically 
teaches that the composition can be used to clean machinery and tools, the teachings of 
which read on the limitations of "cleaning a hard surface". 

5. Applicant further argues that it would not have been obvious to modify the reference of 
Stevens to include isopropyl amine salt of dodecylbenzene sulfonic acid. Applicant's 
arguments are unpersuasive for the reasons recited in paragraph 15 of the previous Office 
Action of 1/13/03. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 4/3/03 have been considered and found persuasive in part 
with respect to the 1 12, second paragraph issues. The prior art rejections are maintained for 
the reasons discussed above.
